Orthodontics, Youths and the 


General Practitioner*

his essay is aimed directly at the 
general practitioners who either do 
some minor orthodontics them- 
selves or who are seeking further enlighten- 
ment on orthodontic 
problems of their 
patients. 
Orthodontics is 
not a luxury or just 
an esthetic or cos- 
metic endeavor, but 
is very definitely in 
the realm of pre- 
ventive therapeutics. 
It is incumbent upon 
~~, and a responsibility 
of the family dentist 
to know about, look for, and advise his 
patients about orthodontics.

The interest, awareness, knowledge and 
skill of the family dentist are all exhibited 
to his and the patient’s advantage when 
he discovers and makes known to the pa- 
tient the presence of such faulty mouth 
conditions. 

Most orthodontics is performed on 
youths, so youths and you are to be spot- 
lighted in this discussion. It would seem 
wise though, to make it clear that healthy 
adults as well as youths can undergo 
orthodontic treatment provided the 
alveolar ridge bone height, quality, and 


quantity are optimum. 
NORMAL AND ABNORMAL THUMB SUCKING 


Thumb sucking is one of the earliest 
things patients ask about. Briefly, it 
seems to be a normal accompaniment to 
the waning sucking reflexes up through 
the age of four and a half or five years. 
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If persisted in beyond that age it is not 
only abnormal but can and usually does 
have deleterious effects on the dentition. 
The results vary with the manner as well 
as the intensity and longevity of the suck- 
ing. If the thumb is just rested over the 
lower teeth with the palmar surface 
facing upward and anteriorly, the upper 
incisors usually become labially inclined 
and flare. If the thumb is put in the 
mouth in the same manner but the index 
finger of the same hand presses against 
the upper lip, the flaring is prevented 
somewhat and instead, an open bite rela- 
tionship often occurs due to the intrusive 
force of the thumb on the upper anterior 
teeth. Sometimes the lower anterior teeth 
are pushed lingually by the thumb posi- 
tion. Many articles have been written 
about the habit and all sorts of operative 
devices and psychological and even 
psychiatric schemes suggested to stop it. 
No device or scheme will stop the habit if 
the patient doesn’t want to. Constant 
parental hounding only increases the ten- 
sion. Devices like the lingual arch rake 
sometimes become so tolerable that the 
habit continues and as a result, the thumb 
pressure against the rake moves the rake 
and arch forward. Of course the molars 
to which the arch is attached also go for- 
ward, and as these molars move, the teeth 
mesial to them are also pushed anteriorly 
and a worse malocclusion has often been 
brought about. 

The use of bitter tasting solutions will 
in themselves not stop thumb sucking be- 
cause the child can and often will get 
used to the taste and lick off the solution. 

The crux of the whole matter seems 
to be the age as well as the mental atti- 
tude of the patient. If he is five years old 
or younger the effect will not be too 
severe, because usually no permanent 
teeth have erupted. Since he is unable to 
rationalize, he cannot usually be appealed 
to, and since it would appear to be normal 
up to that age, gentle hints can be made 
but no stern measures taken. 

Later, he can be shown models and 
side views of patients who were thumb 
suckers and the child can see the harm- 
ful effects. Once he is persuaded that he 
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is being a “sucker” in more ways than 
one, he will usually actually want help. 
The best plan is to help him help him- 
self—not browbeat and demand discon- 
tinuance. Parental aid is elicited along 
the same lines and all taunting and ridi- 
cule stopped. All drug store owners can 
order the bitter tasting solution which 
you or the parent can purchase. Its use 
is preceded by the advice that it is only 
used to make the patient remember to 
take his thumb out once he tastes the 
solution, but that only the patient can 
stop the habit. The use of the solution is 
subordinate to the persuasion talk. Chil- 
dren are very strong-willed and will often 
completely stop the habit in a week once 
their minds have been made up. 


TONGUE THRUSTING 


Another bad habit is that of tongue 
thrusting. It is caused by a defect in the 
terminal endings of the glossopharyngeal 
nerve congenitally or following a tonsillar 
operation. Both causes result in a lack 
of orientation of the tongue, and as the 
patient swallows, he thrusts the tongue 
forward against the front teeth and spaces 
them. This type of patient (Fig. 1) 
usually lisps when pronouncing the letter 
“s” due to a lateral emission of air over 
the tongue. Another important diagnostic 
sign is the lack of a gag reflex. 

These patients should be given proper 
swallowing exercises and should also be 
given exercises to strengthen the upper 
lip. The latter acts as a deterrent against

forward movement of the upper anterior 
teeth and if strengthened will counteract 
and even correct such movement. 

If the thrusting has not been curtailed, 
the effect on the teeth is very similar to 
that which the thumb sucker exhibits. In 
mild cases, where the anterior teeth have 
moved forward but the molars remained 
stationary, removable appliances can be 
used to close up the upper anterior teeth. 

When removable appliances are used it 
is important to be sure of the height of 
the labial wire in relation to the acrylic 
palatal portion resting against the lingual 
surfaces of the incisors. The labial wire 
can be placed at the same level or higher 
or lower than the acrylic and the position 
of the crown or root apex can be altered 
incorrectly if care is not exercised (Fig. 
2). 

A missing anterior tooth can also cause 
tongue thrusting. The patient gets into 
the habit of thrusting the tongue into the 


edentulous space and as a result, the ad- 
jacent teeth are moved outward. In 
carrying out treatment it is usually best 
to open the edentulous space wide enough 
to permit the insertion of a proper sized 
pontic prior to bringing the upper teeth 
back. In that case, the tongue thrusting 
is discontinued and the strain on the 
anchorage is decreased because the 
tongue is no longer working in a direction 
opposite to the force of the elastics. 

So much for the causes and treatment 
in the incipient stage. 

In cases of long duration, several fac- 
tors have to be borne in mind before 
treatment is performed. 

One fact is that in the mixed dentition 
stages, spaces between the permanent in- 
cisors are a normal phenomenon. As the 
permanent cuspids erupt, they do so in a 
downward, forward direction and squeeze 
the incisors together (unless there is an- 
other cause for their being separated). 
Those normal spaces are accentuated 
and made even wider if thumb sucking or 
tongue thrusting has not been curtailed. 
The presence of the four wide upper in- 
cisors plus the wide deciduous molars 
make the arch longer antero-posteriorly 
than at any other stage of dental develop- 
ment. Persistent tongue thrusters and 
thumb suckers thereby aggravate an al- 
ready extremely grotesque appearance in 
this mixed dentition stage. (Fig. 3). 

When prolonged thumb sucking has 
resulted in permitting the upper arch to 
drift forward, all of the factors involved

contribute toward a very severe overjet 
relationship and many incisors are broken 
off because of their forward position. It is 
wise therefore to instigate treatment as 
soon as possible in order to help prevent 
broken teeth and also to shorten the 
treatment time. If we move the upper in- 
cisors back where they belong and the 
upper molars are also carried distally, the 
permanent cuspids and bicuspids will 
come in properly. If we wait, then the 
cuspids and bicuspids will come in between 
the molars and incisors. Since they are for- 
ward, then all of the upper teeth would 
have to be moved back and this would 
naturally take longer. In some cases it is 
necessary to remove two or more de- 
ciduous teeth in order to carry out this 
technique. 

The first step should be the discon- 
tinuance of the tongue or thumb habit. 
This will not only prevent later relapse but 
will also ease the strain on the appliance 
since there will be no habit working in 
the opposite direction to the appliance 
force. 

In order to move upper teeth back, 
we have to have something as a holding 
stationary po‘nt or resistance or anchor- 
age. Usually, the lower dentition is used 
for this purpose. However, in our present 
problem (Fig. 3) there are also many de- 
ciduous teeth in the lower arch plus in- 
completely developed permanent teeth 
roots, so the anchorage potential of the 
lower arch at that time is very poor. If 
the lowers are pitted against the uppers, 
the lower teeth would drift forward in- 


stead of the uppers going back. For that 
reason we utilize an extra-oral type of 
anchorage called the headcap, of which 
there are many varieties. It is worn at 
night and as often during the day as pos- 
sible. Elastic bands supply the motive 
power to move the teeth back and they 
are located between the headcap and a 
removable or fixed upper appliance. 


CROWDED PERMANENT LOWER INCISORS 
WITH MIXED DENTITION 


Fig. 4 shows several lower arches with 
crowded and rotated lower permanent in- 
cisors. The lower permanent molars are 
present along with the deciduous cuspids 
and molars. The latter are much wider 
mesio-distally than the succeeding bi- 
cuspids underneath them. When they are 
exfoliated at normal time, the permanent 
molars will usually drift forward the dis- 
tance of the difference in size between 
those deciduous and permanent teeth 
(1.7 mm. on, each side—Nance). 

At this stage, no further antero- 
posterior growth of the ridge anterior to 
the first molars can be anticipated and 
there is no appreciable predictable lateral 
widening of the arch. If the crowded con- 
dition is unaltered, the incisors will in 
most cases remain crowded and an over- 
jet will result between the upper and 
lower anteriors. The upper incisors may 
also become overlapped. In any event, 
the rotated and bunched incisors have 
poor contact points and caries as well as 
gingival irritations can occur. Even more 
important is the fact that the lower pos- 
terior teeth can drift farther forward 
than normally because the bunched and 
rotated incisors are taking up less space 
in the arch than they ordinarily would. 
If the lower posterior teeth can drift for- 
ward then the uppers will also—or a poor 
interdigitation between uppers and lowers 
will result. In any event, function as well 
as esthetics demand that something be 
done to correct the condition and to pre- 
vent it from becoming worse. 

The lower incisors could be moved 
labially very easily and they would then 
be unravelled, but being located farther 
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labially would only pit them against the 
labial musculature which would in time 
drive them back again. 

The best procedure would be to leave 
the incisors’ labio-lingual position as is 
and eliminate the crowding by moving 
them distally. A duplicate set of study 
models can be made and the incisor teeth 
sawed off and replaced where they be- 
long on the ridge without the crowding 
and rotations. 


DETERMINING AVAILABLE SPACE 


Using dividers, the distance between 
the distal surface of the lower lateral and 
the mesial surface of the permanent 
molar is measured. This is done on each 
side and recorded on a sheet of paper. 
Using good intra-oral radiographs, the 
mesio-distal widths of the crowns of the 
succeeding cuspids and first and second 
bicuspids are measured and _ recorded 
next to each other so that their total 
widths can be compared with the space 
available for them as previously de- 
termined. 


SUFFICIENT SPACE 


If the measurements show that there is 
enough space left for the permanent 
teeth (after the anteriors are unrotated) , 
then Nance’s treatment can be applied 
with satisfying results. The first step en- 
tails removal of the deciduous cuspids. 
There has been much written about pre- 
mature loss of the deciduous cuspids 
being a cause of malocclusions, and at 
first it might seem a foolhardy step. Its 
purpose is to give enough space for the 
autonomous unravelling of the lower 
anteriors by the action of the tongue and 
lips squeezing the incisors and straighten- 
ing them. If they do not correct them- 
selves, an appliance can be used. The 
early extraction of the deciduous cuspids 
will speed the eruption of the permanent 
cuspids. As they erupt, due to their width 
plus the space used up by the incisors 
unravelling, it is sometimes advisable to 
remove the first deciduous molars pre- 
maturely in order to give more space for 


the cuspids and let the first bicuspids 
erupt. In many cases it is wise to remove 
the second deciduous molars and permit 
the second bicuspids to erupt while the 
first bicuspids are erupting. During this 
entire procedure the occlusion is checked 
to see if there is any tendency for forward 
slippage of the back teeth. If so, a pre- 
ventive arch is placed. If the molar cusp 
inclines are steep, they sometimes lock 
and support against slippage and no arch 
is necessary. 

The technique sounds dangerous, 
lengthy and complicated. In reality, it is 
harmless, brief and simple. 


INSUFFICIENT SPACE 


If the comparison of the measurements 
discloses insufficient space available for the 
permanent teeth, then the case had best 
be watched until the eruption of the first 
permanent bicuspids, at which time they 
should be removed. To the uninitiated 
this may seem like a very drastic and 
radical procedure. In reality, it is just the 
reverse for we know what space is avail- 
able for the permanent teeth and if we 
proceed to expand the arches or to an- 
ticipate growth which extensive studies 
have shown will not occur, we are only 
heading for a full or partial relapse—or 
a continued crowding with poor occlu- 
sion. Early removal of the first biscuspids* 
will decrease the appliance time tre- 
mendously for the cuspids will have a 
tendency to drift distally into the extrac-

Code of Ethics Violation 


n the last revision of the Code of Ethics of the Chicago Dental Society, item 
Number 6 reads as follows: 

“Any activity relative to the school system or with school 

children in a dental capacity should be entered into 

only via the Committee on Dental Health Education.” 

This means that dental inspections, program appearances, membership on school 
health councils, and other possible activities must not be entered into by the private 
practitioner without clearance with and general assistance from the Committee on 
Dental Health Education. 

- There are three underlying reasons for this action by the Ethics Committee: 

1. Participating dentists then are not subject to any criticism on the part of fellow 

members ; 

2. Our Committee on Dental Health Education has several hundred cooperative 
programs in operation throughout Chicago and our three counties. If an in- 
dividual dentist establishes relationships with a school system and initiates any 
type of program, confusion and embarrassment result and the Committee on 
Dental Health Education is forced to step in and cancel such activity in order 
that proper relationships may be maintained with cooperating organizations; 

3. Clearance with the Committee on Dental Health Education means that all of 
the educational media it uses will be available for the school and the dentist in 
question. 

In a few instances, members have entered into relationships with school systems 
which have resulted in a disruption of the programs already in operation or in pro- 
grams being planned. School principals and teachers are not always aware of the den- 
tal health programs which are being planned for their schools by their school nurse or 
by the various city or county health departments. 

Will all members please clear with our Committee on Dental Education. You will 
protect yourselves and at the same time enhance your value to the school through 
the assistance of the Committee.

TREATMENT OF LIP 
HEMANGIOMA 


This case history describes a successful 
treatment of a slowly enlarging heman- 
gioma on the inner surface of the upper 
lip of an elderly woman patient. The 
hemangioma had existed since childhood, 
slowly increasing in size. The elevated 
lesion had a broad base about three quar- 
ters of an inch in diameter, was dark 
purple in color, and of a spongy con- 
sistency. It did not obliterate on pressure. 
A five-cubic-centimeter Luer-Lok syringe 
with a twenty-four-gauge needle contain- 
ing one cubic centimeter of five per cent 
sodium morrhuate solution was used to 
treat the hemangioma. The needle was 
inserted into the center of the lesion and 
blood aspirated into the syringe. The so- 
lution was then ejected slowly into the 
lesion. To control hemorrhage a gauze 
compress was held for half an hour over 
the punctured area. In two days there 
was some discoloration of the right cheek 
and neck region, the lesion had become 
hard and deflated, and there was no pain 
or discomfort. Two weeks later the needle 
puncture was still evident, but the hard- 
ness had diminished. About a month after 
the start of treatment, the area of the 
lesion was normal in color although 
still somewhat visible—“LIP HEMAN- 
GIOMA,” by Joseph C. Tam, D.DS., 
M.S.D. Dental Digest, August, 1953.

ORAL SYMPTOMS IN 
TUBERCULOUS PATIENTS 


The author, who for twelve years 
treated tuberculosis patients at the Bowne 
Memorial Hospital at Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., and also took care of the dental 
health of the children at the Preven- 
torium, presents his observations on the 
oral symptoms of these patients. 


The children who live in the Preven- 
torium, and attend school on the 
premises, do not have active tuberculosis, 
but come from families who have tuber- 
culosis or a history of it. Twenty children 
a month were seen at the author’s office, 
receiving the same care as his private 
patients. From his observations he con- 
cludes that the dental conditions of these 
children are no different than those of 
other children. 

The actual tuberculosis cases which he 
observed at the hospital showed no un- 
usual symptoms that could be due to 
tuberculosis. This confirms the findings 
of some investigators, but others have 
different opinions. One author states that 
there are definite oral conditions caused 
by metabolic changes in tuberculosis, and 
that those patients become demineralized, 
the greatest loss being in calcium and 
phosphorus. He points out a characteris- 
tic triad: Teeth—caries developing at 
the cervical margins, the dentin soft and 
leathery; Gums—mild gingivitis, loss of 
intradental papillae, and filling in of these 
spaces with brownish sordes; Alveolar 
process—intertrabecular spaces appear 
enlarged and swollen in x-rays, and bone 
is soft and spongy when curetted. An- 
other author claims that dental diseases 
such as gingivitis, periodontosis and caries 
occur to a greater extent in the 
mouths of tuberculous patients—“ORAL 
SYMPTOMS OF TUBERCULOSIS,” 
by Martin T. Siegel, D.D.S. The New 
York State Dental Journal, October, 
1953- 0.C.L.

U. OF I. DENTAL CLINICS 
REPORT FOR PAST YEAR 


The University of Illinois Dental 
Clinics rendered an unusually worth- 
while service to residents of the state this 
past year while carrying out the primary 
objective of providing clinical instruc- 
tion for undergraduate and graduate 
students in the College of Dentistry. 

Altogether last year, 3,812 new pa- 
tients were admitted to the clinics. They 
came from all counties of the state, and 
were referred by patients and dentists, 
as well as welfare agencies. Many of 
these cases were quite unusual. 

The Denture Clinic constructed 1,627 
units of dentures for patients ranging in 
age from 41 to go. This clinic also works 
closely with the Tumor Clinic of the 
Research and Educational Hospitals. 
Patient visits to this clinic numbered 
9,365 in 1952-53. 

The Oral Surgery Clinic extracted ap- 
proximately 7,700 teeth last year. More 
than 150 mouths were prepared for den- 

The Operative Clinic recorded 12,935 
patient visits. This clinic placed more

than 6,000 restorations, such as gold 
foils, gold inlays, amalgams, and silicates. 

In Therapeutics, root canal therapy 
was administered to more than 4,000 
teeth. Some 2,000 patients were treated 
for periodontitis. 

Approximately 2,000 patients received 
treatment in Children’s Dentistry. In this 
clinic, the dental student is introduced 
to the patient in his first year and has an 
opportunity to follow the same individual 
for four years. 

Other clinics performed equally im- 
pressive services. Some 1,000 units of 
crown and bridge work were performed 
in Crowns and Fixed Partial Dentures. 
The Orthodontics Clinic tabulated more 
than 750 consultations and examinations. 
Some 9,000 patients were x-rayed by the 
Radiography Clinic. 


TECHNICIANS’ SOCIETY 
HOLDS WORKSHOP 


The Dental Technicians’ Society of 
Chicago organized a two-session work- 
shop in “Denture Characterization and 
Staining” on January 4 and February 1. 
The participants, members and guests, 
“learned by doing” the latest techniques 
in simulating natural tissue tones and 
hues in denture bases. Lectures and dem- 
onstrations supplemented each laboratory 
procedure. This project was conducted 
by George W. Barnhart and Bernard 
Sudakoff. 

This Society is composed of privately 
employed technicians and is dedicated 


to the exchange and dissemination of 
knowledge in the field of dental labora- 
tory technology. It is prompted by the 
highest standards both ethical and tech- 
nical. Carl A. Isenhagen was recently re- 
elected president for the fiscal year 1954.

child, and to be instructed in the proper 
methods of preventing dental disease. 
The first appointment should include a 
thorough examination, prophylaxis, and 
bite wing radiographs. Before the child is 
six years old, it is important that a full 
mouth radiograph be taken to detect su- 
pernumerary teeth, missing teeth, ectopic 
eruption, and other conditions. The child 
who has been a good patient during the 
times when his teeth were cleaned or 
radiographed, may become emotionally 
upset by the “drilling of teeth.” The 
author has found by experience it is bet- 
ter to use local anesthesia before cutting 
starts, thereby preventing fear of the drill. 
The use of local anesthesia need not be 
an unpleasant experience if careful tech- 
nic is used, and a simple explanation 
given the child. At all times remember 
to give the child your full attention dur- 
ing appointments, consider each child as 
if it were your own, and use this as a 
basis of your diagnosis and treatment.—
